Notwithstanding the softening 
amendment added to the bill—an

pose the maximum penalty for a 
first offense under the Volistead 
act. 

Both the Missouri Senators 
voted against the amendment. 

Blaine Amendment Kejected. 
Before adding it to the bill the 
Senate, by a vote of 61 to 21, re- 
jecteq an amendment by Blaine of 
Wisconsin which would have made 
the maximum penalty applicable 
only when the offense involved the 
manufacture or handling of liquor 
for sale. Reed and Hawes voted 
for this amendment. 

The Senate also turned down by 
51 to 31 a proposal by Bingham 
of Connecticut to eliminate first 
pftenders from the scope of the 
bill. Reed and Hawes were for the 
amendment. 

Just before the final vote, Sen- 
ator Bruce of Maryland, an un- 
compromising foe of Volsteadism, 
made a dramatic last gesture 
against the bill. 

“My life as a Senator.” said the 
Marylander, “is about to . expire 
and I wish to pronounce a curse 
on this bill with my last dying 
breath. It is but another fatal 
step in the progress of an intoler- 
able tyranny. It violates every 
settled principle of criminal juris- 
prudence, It wipes out every ac- 
cepted distinction between first 
and second offenses, and makes no 
attempt to draw any distinction 
between major and minor of- 
fenses. 

Cites Power Given Judge. 

“It leaves it in the power of any 
Federal Judge—and all of us know 
to what extremes a Federal Judge 
tight at times be driven by a fa- 
natical spirit—to tmpose a fine of

FIVE ARE KILLED 
IN TRAIN WRECK 
NEAR PEORIA IL 


150 Miners Injured, Some 
Seriously—Four Coaches 
of Terminal Railway Go 
Over Embankment. 


By the Associated Prese. 


PEORIA, IIL, Feb. 20.—At least 
five men were killed and about 
150 others injured, some seriously 
when four coaches of an i11-car 
; train of the Peoria Terminal Rail- 
| way overturned near Hollis, Ill., 10 
miles south of here, and went over 
a 25-foot embankment. 

The train was, carrying 750 
miners to the Crescent coal mines, 
15 miles south of here. Railroad 
and mine officers attributed the 
wreck to a broken “fish ite,” the 
iron bar joining the ends of two 
rails. 

One Cuoach Takes Fire. 

One of the cars caught fire from 
an overturned stove but the fire 
was extinguished before it spr ad 
to other coaches. One miner, Jim 
Clark, was dangerously burned 
when he was knocked unconscious 
and fell across the stove. He 
was rescued by a fellow worker 
who rolled him in the snow until 
his burning clothing was extin- 
guished. 

Engineer F. 
said he was proceeding at 12 
15 miles an hour and did not 
know anything was wrong until he 
glanced over his shoulder and saw 
the cars bouncing along the rails, 
and saw them begin tumbling over 
the embankment. 

He cut his engine from the train 
(and ran to Hollis, where help was 
summoned. Doctors, ambulances 
and nurses came from .Peoria and 
from the Bartonville State Hos- 
pital. 

Families of Miners Appear. 

Within a few minutes wives and 
children of the miners were on the 
scene, some of them only half 
| dressed, braving the zero weather 

There was wiuch confusion be- 
cause persons living nearby went 
to the wreck in automobiles and 
took many of the injured to Peoria 
hospitals. 
pitals tonight. 

Wives of the miners hysterically 
ran from coach to coach making 
frantic inquiries of those they met 


ly, however, most of the injured 
were found in Peoria. 
Six Coaches Leave Track. 

Besides the four cars that rolled 
down the embankment, two other 
coaches left the tracks. A few 
passengers in these coaches were 
injured. 

The miners said there were from 
60 to 75 passengers in each coach 
and some of the coaches had a 
coal stove in each end. 

The killed were’ Lester Jones, 
William Brown, Cecil Walker, 
Charles Luthy and George Wilkin- 
son, miners living In or near Peo- 
ria. Brown was killed when he 
smashed’ a window of a coach and 
leaped, the car falling on him as 
he struck the ground. 

The -railroad was used only to 
carry miners to work. At one time 
it was in the hands of a receiver 
and recently had been operated as 
the Peoria & Hanna City Railway, 
although still known as the Peoria 
Terminal Railway.

The third count 
charges that the Grand Avenue Na- 
tional Bank, at Toombs’ direction, 
mailed a draft for $105,000, with 
false stock certificates attached, to 
the National Park Bank of New 
York. 

Prior to his indictment by the 
Federal grand jury here, Toombs 
was indicted by three other juries 
as a result of irregularities in his 
extensive financial operations. 

Toombs and four fellow officers 
of the Chicago brokerage house of 
Toombs & Dally were indicted by 
a Federal grand jury in Chicago, 
last Dec. 5, on charges of using the 
mails in a scheme to defraud. They 
were accused of issuing false fi-

the assets and understanding the 
liabilities of the brokerage firm.

for $130 Are Now $230.

| ber pole when installed by the city 


under former Mayor Kiel’s admin- 
istration now costs $230 per post 
erected by contractors for the city 
under Mayor Miller, Kiel declared 


it iin a campaign speech last night. 


“What's the answer?’ Kiel de- 
manded. He did not furnish one, 
himself. He has been attacking 
Miller, his opponent for the Re- 
publican mayoralty nomination, be- 
cause the city has consumed the 
whole of the $8,000,000 in bonds 
voted for electric lights in 1923 but 
has been left without the new sys- 
tem in one-third of its area. This, 
however, was the first time Kiel 
has gone into details concerning the 
use of the fund. 
ing general charges of extrava- 
gance against Miller in the lighting 
and other bond issue projects. ‘ 
Miller, whose subordinates have 
said a $4,000,000 additional bond 
issue would be necessary to finish 
the lighting system, has taken the 
position that insufficient money 
was allowed when the sums for the 
various projects were allotted under 
Kiel. Miller termed that proced- 
use “guesswork.” 

“No Guesswork About It.” 
Kiel’s speech was made before 
the Women’s Kiel-for-Mayor Club 
and the Republican preciact organ- 
ization of the Twenty-fourth Ward, 
at Swedish Hall, 1157 South Kings- 
highway. Concerning the street 
lights, he said: ° 

“I see where the Mayor has said 
that all the original estimates on 
the bond-issue projects were mere 
guesswork. I know of some that 
were not. Take the lighting sys- 
tem, for instanége. When I was 
Mayor we knew exactly what every 
light unit cost. We had our city 
engin: 2rs figure on them and we 
found that the average unit such 
as was erected along Oakland, 
Florissant and Chouteau avenues, 
cost approximately $130 apiece. In 
some localities where the rvsidents 
wanted a- little better grade they 
were permitted to erect lights that 
cost in the neighborhood ef $160 
each. 

“But there was no guesswork 
about it. Our engineers hnew what 
they would cost and they were put 
up for that amount. The firal] fig- 


inal estimates. In other words, our 
city employes were not wrong. They 
knew what they were doing. As 
soon as the present administration 
came into power, however, they 
abolished the old syst2m. They 
put the erection of new lights on a 
contract basis. And what was the 
result? Well, tHe average price 
went up immediately. The old 
units that cost $130 were boosted 
to $203 and later they went to 
$230, an even $109 greater than 
what they cost us. What’s the an- 
swer? 
“No Excuse for Higher Prices.” 
“We weren’t wrong. Our esti- 
mates were based on actual expe- 
rience, made by competent, thor- 
ough engineers. There was no 
reason why this same unit under 
the contract system should be 
boosted from $130 to $230. The 
present Mayor may claim that 
costs have mounted. I don’t think 
so. Our peak of high prices was 
reached immediately after the war 
and prices have gradually receded 
since that date. Standards of liv- 
ing have not increased. In other 
words, there is no excuse in the 
world why lights should cost more 
now than they did a few years ago. 
“But they do—and someone has 
to pay the bills. You voted $8.,- 
000,000 for lights, and out here in 
the Twenty-fourth Ward and also 
in North St. Louis there are large 
areas that have yet to see one of 
the new lights. And I’m here to 
tell you that you won't get them 
unless there is ahother bond is- 
sue, if you don’t get an adminis- 
tration that handles such things in 
a businesslike way. 
“Courthouse Not So Bad.” 
“What's the use of making esti!- 
mates on bond issues if you don’t 
adhere to them? A city is no dif- 
ferent than an individual. If you 
started out to build a house for 
$15,000 and when it came time to 
put on the roef, the contractor 
would say that all the money was 
used up you wouldn’t think much 
ef him, would you? You'd have 
te scratch and dig to make up the 
deficit, and you wouldn't like it. 
It’s the same with civic projects. 
“They knew four years ago how 
Wrong they were. Why didn’t they 
come to you and ask for authority 
te spend more than the allotted 
amounts named for lights? Now 
they tell you that they need $4,- 
000,000 more for lights, and unless

Utilities’ Measure Rushed 
Through Committee — 
Author Says It Covers St. 
Louis Situation.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 20.— 
The terminable permit bill spon- 
sored by public utility interests 
wa: rushed out of the House Mu- 
nicipal Corporations Committee 
last night with a recommendation 
that it be passed by the House, 
after a perfunctory hearing in 
which the committee adopted a 
substitute draft offered by Repre- 
sentative J. T. Blair Jr. of Cole 
County, who introduced the orig- 


inal measure. 

The House today voted to en- 
gross the enabling act sponsored 
by the St. Louis Transportation 
Survey Commission. This act gives 
the city authority to construct or 
purchase rapid transit improve- 
ments and to pay part of the cost 
by special assessment against prop- 
erty in a benefit district. Repre- 
sentative Heege of St. Louis Coun- 
ty offered an amendment that 
would have restricted the city’s au- 
thority to the city limits but this 
was defeated. Representative El- 
vins, also of St. Louis County, fav- 
ored the measure. Three of the 
four rapid transit measures now 
have been engrossed in the House 
and are on the calendar for third 
reading and passage. 

The terminable permit substi- 
tute, designed to forestall opposi- 
tion which has been developing to- 
ward the bilk was said by Blair to 
be identical in its provisions with 
the terminable permit bill of the 
St. Louis Transportation Survey 
Commission now pending In an- 
other House committee, except that 
it applies to all utilities except tele- 
phone companies. The commission 
bill affects only street railways and 
other local common carriers, but 
the commission hag no objection to 
including other utilities in the 
same bill, 

Some Differences in Bills. 

Both bills are intended to make 
it possible for the public utilities to 
which they ‘apply, to surrender 
their existing limited period fran- 
chises and receive instead a &o0- 
called terminable permit, which tn 
effect is a franchise for an uni'm- 
ited period, subject to certain con- 
ditions of revocation, or purchase 
of the property by a municipality. 

There are some differences, how- 
ever, between the bill pushed 
through the committee last night 
and the commission bill. Both now 
require consent of the municipality 
before a utility can surrender tta 
existing franchise, but the revised 
ill provides that a utility in. oper- 
ation on Jan. 1, 1929, shall receive 
a terminable permit from the Pub. 
"ie Service Commission, withouf a: 
hearing being required, after filing 
notice that the municipality in 
which it operates had consented to 
surrender of the 
‘hise. The commission would have

CHICAGO, Feb. 20.—The execu- 
tion of two youths today intro- 
duced the electric chair to Cook 
County as the legal death device 
supplanting hanging. 

Anthony Grecco and Charles 
Walz died within 10 minutes of 
each other shortly after midnight 
for the murder of Patrolman Ar- 
thur Esau tn a drug store holdup 
last April. 

Walz, who had manifested an air 
of bravado throughout the trial 


and after his conviction, main- 
tained his nonchalance to the end. 
At one time, he sald he guessed 
he'd go to sleep and leave a calli 
for 12:01. 

He and Grecco played cards with 
two of their guards during the 
evening and listened to a portable 
phonograph which had been 
placed in their cell. Walz smoked 
one cigarette after another and 
was smokink as he was led down 
from his cell to the chair. He was 
visited by his father and brother 
late in the afternoon. 

Asked if he were sorry for the 
murder, Walz replied: “I might 
do it again. He would have got 
me if I didn’t get him.” 

Grecco was more remorseful. 
While talking to his parents and 
other relatives, he remarked: 

“I'm georry; I'd never do it 
again.” 

Contrary to expectations, few 
persons gathered outside the coun- 
ty jail during the evening, due to 
the zero weather.

EDISON WILL RE-ENACT 
LIGHT BULB INVENTION 


To Show How He Made Dis- 
covery in Original Shop 
of 50 Years Ago. 


By the Associated Press. 


FORT MYERS, Fia., Feb 20.—

In the same little frame building 
in which the electric light first 
burned, Thomas A. Edison will 
‘recreate his history-making inven- 
ition of the fiftieth anniversary of 
its perfection. 

Henry Ford, the inventor’s close 
friend, yesterday disclosed that 
Edison has agreed to go to Dear- 
born, Mich., for the anniversary 
celebration on Oct. 21. In the 
original Menlo Park, N. J., labora- 
tory, now in Ford’s museum, Edi- 
son will gather around him the 
aged assistants who helped develop 
the incandescent lamp, and with a 
brief ceremony will re-enact its 
creation. 

The ceremony wil take place in 
the historical village near the main 
museum, for which Ford recently 
made a gift of $5,000,000 on the 
occasion of Edison's eighty-second 
birthday. 

¥ord discussed a wide variety of 
subjects in a two-hour interview 
| yesterday. 

The motor magnate thinks con- 
ditions {n the automobile industry 
are satisfactory and that there is 
little danger of overproduction. In 
his own factories, he said, 7900 
cars a day are bring turned out. 

During his vacation, Ford dis- 
closed, he is working on automatic 
machinery for the manufacture of 
parts used in bis cars. He is being 
assisted by Edison. 

“TI am trying to make a straight 
line out of a circle,” he said. “We 
are working 800 men, making 140,- 
000 of these parts daily. I am 
trying to cut this down.” 

Expressing pleasure at learning 
of the engagement of Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh, Ford said he hoped 
the famous aviator would give up 
flying himself. 

“He is too valuable to risk his 
life,” Ford said. Incidentally, the 
only two flights Ford has ever 


made were with Lindbergh. 
Discussing aviation. Ford ex- 
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machine sewed soles, strong 
side goring, rubber heels. 
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pressed the belief that airplanes 
“are far from perfection” and that 
aircraft of the future would be a 
combination of lighter than air 
ships, the helicopter and present 
type planes. 

The manufacturer reiterated his 
previously expressed views on pro- 
hibition, declaring that the United 
States would “see real enforcement 
in the next two or three years.” . 

“The grafters,” he said, “even- 
tually will be weeded out of the 
dry enforcement forces.”’ 

Golf, Ford asserted, is causing 
more heart trouble than any other 
one thing. 

“IT own a golf course” he said, 
“but' never play. The Artmerican 
people drag themselves over the 
courses at slow speed, then com- 
pletely fatigued, sit down and éat 
hearty meals. 

“My favorite form of exercise is 
running or brisk walking, but I 
always rest before meals.” 

Ford said that at 65 he often 
runs several miles a day and exer- 
cises vigorously upon arising or 
retiring daily. He said that ‘almost 
every one eats too much. 

“Peace is a matter of educa- 
tion,” he said in turning to another 
subject, “and Americans are too 
well educated to participate in any 
other war.”

The book lists 8074 concerns in 
the district, which embraces the 
city and county, St. Charles and 
East Side communities. Of these, 
2682 are in St. Louis. 

Copies will be distributed free 
among members of the club and 
the Chamber of Commerce, con- 
cerns listed in the directory and 
buyers for targe companies. To 
others the directory will sell for

The directory is divided into 
three sections—a conimodity index 
which gives immediate reference 
to any article made in the St.

TEACHERS WANT 
$11,000,000 STATE 
AID FOR SCHOOLS

last night, and one after another 
related the conditions which they 
said threatened to decrease the 
educational facilities unless addi- 
tional funds were provided. 

It was shown that there are 


wide discrepancies within the limits 
of individval counties in the 
amount which may be obtained by 
local taxation and that to put these 
districts on something of an eten 
footing the State must supply the 
funds. 

The general plan was laid béfore 
the committee by Dr. M. G. Neale, 
dean of education at the State uni- 
yersity and president of the teach- 
ers’ association. 

“This plan,” he said, “provides 
for increasing the larger State 
school fund from $4,000,000 to $3,- 
000,000 which is to be distributed 
to the s¢hools according to the 
present plan of apportionment. It 
would equal $13 for each child in 
average daily attendance. 

“It also provides for the crea- 
tion of an equalization fund of $$,- 
000,000. From thig would be taken 
the special school aids, which for- 
merly were paid from the general 
revenue fund of the State, but 
which of recent years have been 
paid from the school fund. It 
would guarantee to each second 
and third class high school, voting 
the constitutional limit for school 
purposes, an amount equal to $50 
for each pupil. it would guarantee 
to each first class high school vot- 
ing the limit an amount equal to 
$60 for each child. 

“There is a financial crisis in the 
school affairs of the State. This 
is a simple plan to meet the crisis. 
Its primary purpose is the equal- 
ization of educational possibilities.” 
It was shown to the committ¢e 
that among the 566 school districts 
maintaining first-class high schools 
the assessed valuation of property 
per pupil in average daily attend- 
ance varies from more than $20,- 
000 to Jess than $700. Attention was 
directed to the fact that the funds 
raised locally are based on the as- 
sessed valuation of property, and 
that if each district voted the 65 
cents constitutional limit for 
school purposes, some * districts 
would be wealthy and others 
would. be impoverished. It is be- 
cause of this, it was explained, that 
State aid is needed to provide the 
pupils in all the districts with 
equal opportunities for education. 

Wide Variance in Taxes. 

By levying the maximum tax in 
the wealthiest 22 of these districts, 
there could be raised for teachers’ 
silaries from $100 to $206 per pu- 
pil. In the next 13 the amount 
would be froin $90 to $100, in the 
next 24 from $80 to $9v. and so on 
down until there are 61 districts in 
which the arnount would be only 
from $7 to $20. 

In the 88 second class high 
school districts it was shown that 
the amdéunt which could be raised 
from a tax of 100 cents on the $100 
Valuation would vary from leas 
than $20 per pupil in some to more 
than $100 per pupil in others, The 
same situation was shown to exist 
in the 116 districts in which there 
are third class high schools.

BARGE SERVICE 
IN THREE YEARS 


Gen. Ashburn Says Every 
Town on the Inland Wa- 
terways Will Share in 
Traffic. , 


Daily freight service into every 
city of the inland waterways sys- 
tem within three years, as the re- 
sult of the recent appropriation by 
Congress of $10,000,000 for equip- 
ment, was predicted by Major Gen- 
eral T. Q. Ashburn, chairman of 
the board of the United States In- 
land Waterways Corporation, in 
St. Louis yesterday. 

Improvements now in contem- 

plation, Gen. Ashburn said, would 
bring the inland waterways up to 
railroad efficiency by the season 
of 1932. At that time, according 
to plans, Government barge lines 
will be operating on the Mississip- 
pi from the Gulf to the Twin 
Cities, on the Missouri River to 
Kansas City, ‘and on the Illinois 
River to Chicago, and will con- 
nect with privately-owned barge 
lines on the Ohio River between 
Cairo and Pittsburg. 
Gen. Ashburn discussed the new 
type of standard equipment devised 
by the War Department along 
lines which will make it possible 
to use the same barges and tow- 
boats in channels of varying 
depths. The new type e will 
carry a load of 1000 tons in a six- 
foot channel and a load of 200 tons 
in an 8% foot channel. The new 
1200 horse-power towboats will 
operate efficiently in a six-foot 
channel and will replace the small 
500 horse-power towboats now in 
use above St. Louis. 

The plan is to use the new tow- 
boats in the upper river and con- 
fine the existing powerful 
boats, which-draw eight feet, to 
the section of the Mississippi be- 
low Memphis. 

“The introduction of the stand- 
ard towboats and barges,’ Gen. 
Ashburn said, “will be the ultimate 
step in the program of the barge 
lines which contemplates bringing 
them up to railroad efficiency. I 
have been dreaming about this for 
nine years. It has taken meee 
years to accomplish it. 

“We had to have our organiza- 
tion. At present there are no ex- 
perts on Mississippi River trans- 
portation outside of the Govern- 
ment barge line. There were no 
such experts when we began. The 
knowledge gained in the old steam- 
boat days was of little use to us 
and all our knowledge had to come 
by experience. 

“You can see here,” pointing to 
a map of the waterways system, 
“that the ‘cross’ which Mr. Hoover 
spoke about in his epochal speech 
at Kansas City several years ago as 
the ultimate thing to be desired in 
the inland waterways systin, is al- 
most accomplished now. The only 
arm of the cross that is ot includ- 
ed is the Ohio River, anid private 
concerns and contract carriers are 
preparing to take care of that 

Better Service; More Traffic. 

“A year ago when we increased 
service on the lower Mississippi 
from two to three trips a week 
into all cities, traffic imcreased 
enormously, as it did whenever 
service was increased an] speeded 
up before. When we bring it up 
to the point of one sailing a day 
from eyery city on the line, the 
traffic will be beyond the power of 
anyone to estimate now.” 

The recent $10,000,000 appro- 
priation will be available in in- 
stallments. At present. $2,500,000 
is available and next July 1, an- 
other $1,500,000 will be available, 
to go into existing barge lines on 
the Warrior River between Birm- 
ingham and the Guif of Mexico, 


tween New Orleans and St. Paul 
and Minneapolis. 

Another $3,000,000 will be avalil- 
able July 1, 1930, to equip the 
Missouri River to Kansas City. The 
six-foot channel will be completed 
in the spring of 1931. 

The remaining $3,000,000 will be 
available on July 1. 1933, for 
equipment on the Illinois River to 
Chicago when that channel! is com- 
pleted in the spring of 1932. 

Ashburn estimated that about 14 
of the new low-draft towboats and 
between 125 and 150 of the stand- 
ard-type barges would be acquired. 
Present heavy equipment will be 
used below St. Louis where the 
channel varies from 7% feet to 9 
feet. The deep-draft barges will 
work no inconvenience in that sec- 
tion of the river as the plan is to 
load northbound barges heavily 
out of New Orleans, with sufficient 
tonnage for mid-river cities to 
lighten the loads and reducé the 
drafts as the barges move into the 
shallower channels. “he small 
500-ton barges now in use on the 
upper river will be used in a pro- 
posed port-to-port local service.

Baseball’s Strangest Scandal.

HE strangest of all the s0- 
T catiea “scandals” in baseball 

history was the Lajoie-Cobb 
epigode of 1910. This amazing in- 
cident would have been almost 
laughable but for the resulting 
tragedy which wrecked the careers 
of’ three men—a major league 
manager, a would-be major league 
umpire and a promising big league 
third baseman. 

The most astounding feature of 
this little drama was the fact that 
the conspirators plotted without 
hope of personal gain and solely 
in the interest of Lajoie because of 
friendship. 

To get the background for this 
incident one must appreciate the 
conditions prevailing on the after- 
noon of Sunday, Oct, 10, 1910, 
when, at Sportsman's Park, St. 
Louis, Cleveland and Sst, Louls 
teams closed the season with a 
double-header. 

A motor company had offered 
an automobile for the batter who 
led the American League race at 
the close of the season. Lajoie, 
probably the most popular ball- 


player in the game at that time,. 


had been battling with Cobb fer 
leadersRip for weeks. 

Cobb, with his average just 
above .380, with one or two games 
remaining, did not play any more 
during the season, His lead over 
Lajoie appeared sufficient to carry 
him through to victory. When it 
came down to the final day of the 
season, Lajoie’s friends were all 
rooting for him to beat Cobb. 

On this final Sunday afternoon 
of the local season, before the 
double-header began, Cobb was 
leading by about .009, which made 
it mecessary that Lajoile make 
about nine hits to pass Ty. 

What actually occurred on that 
afternoon was that Lajoie finished 
the day with eight hits in eight 
timeg at bat, his only other trip to 
the plate resulting in a sacrifice. 


Umpire Sent in Report. 

N the morning of Oct. 11 my 
() mai contained a report of Um- 

pire “Bull” Perrine, who han- 
died the game. It 
snapped me into action. I had ex- 
pected it, because newspaper dia- 
patches had oytlined the story of 
the day’s happenings at St. Louis 
in rather sensatidnal form. Perrine 
indicated that a plan conceived by 
certain members of the St.‘ Louls 
club had resulted tn Lajole getting 
eight hits in eight times at bat; and 
the ynofficial figures of several 
newspapers that morning had given 
Lajoie the batting championship of 
the season by about one ten-thou- 
sandth of a point—apparently 
enough to win.him the coveted 
honor. 

I began anh investigation which 
included reports by the official 
scorer and others and interviews 
with the men involved. With the 
testimony of eyewitnesses one 
could piece together the following 
story of the incident: 

Lajoie had*many friends in 8t. 
Louls and on the St. Louis club. 
Among them were Jack O'Connor, 
then manager of the Browns and 
one of my aids:when the American 
League raided the Pittsburg club; 
Harry Howell, véteran St. Louis 
pitcher with ambitions to get an 
American League bérth as an um- 
pire; and Red Corriden, a St. Louis 
recruit and promising third base- 
man. 

These men, developments showed, 
arranged to let Lajoie make eight 
or nine hits during the double- 
header. They apparently figured 
that, as it was customary to pull a 
littie horseplay at final appear- 
ances of the season, when neither 
team was in the running, any lit- 
tle diversion they contemplated 
would be taken in the light of bur- 
lesque, 

And perhaps the investigation 
might have viewed it as such, but 
for a faux pas by Harry Howell. 


Invitation to Bunt. 


HETHER the plan was deve)- 
W eve during the game or was 

premeditated before the con- 
test and how much of the plot 
Lajoie knew will never be known. 
But it soon became evident that 
there was a plan and it consisted 
in having “Red” Corriden play 
back on the grass, while Lajoie 
safe-bunted himself into the lead- 
ership of the league. 

Larry’s first trip to the plate re- 
sulted tn a three-base hit, at which 
the crowd cheered long and loudly, 
In his three succeeding vigits to 
bat, however, the picture began to 
unfold. Each time Laisote bunted. 
And each bunt found Corriden far 
back on the grass: each time ne 
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that proved the undoing of the 
conspirators. For, on this play, 
Corriden’s throw was late and it 
was a question whether the play 
was a hit or a sacrifice and an er- 
ror, 

As an Official scorer was com- 
pleting his checking of the game a 
boy handed him a note. “Irom | 
Harry Howell,” he said. Opening | 
the missive the scorer, a Mr. Par- 
rish of the Republic, read: 

“It will be worth a suit of | 
clothes to you if you can make that 
a hit, instead of a sacrifice.” 

That letter to Mr. Parrish, com- | 
pleted the evidence against the men 
involved. I talked with Lajoie 
about it.

Lajoie’s story carried conviction 
with me and I did not punish him. 
Corriden’s story had its funny side. 
In substance he said: 

“T had always heard about La- 
joie’s terrific hitting and when 
O’Connor sent me_to third base I 
determined that I did not want to 
have a leg cut off or an arm 
wrecked, just as I was getting a 
big league chance; so I stayed ag 
far away from his drives as, I 
could.” 

O‘Connor tried to square himself. 
We could not take direct action 
against Howell as he had not been 


appointed to the American League 
umpire staff. He might never have 
been, at that; but his hopes ended 
with the attempt to reach Parrisn. 

Thus, for friendship’s sake three 
men went out of the American 
League picture. O'Connor was re- 
moved as manager; Howell became 
an ineligible and Corriden was 
sent to the minors. : 

All this sacrifice eventually went 
for naught as Cobb, when the of- 
ficial averages came out, was fi- 
hally adjudged the batting leader

HAT are the elements of hu-} 
mor and how does it differ! 
from 4ta brother wit? 

Humor is imbued with deep hu- 
man sympathy and loves people, 
while raising a laugh at their 
weaknesses. Wit, however, is de- 
ficient in sympathy and there is 
often a sting in its ridicule. Hu- 
mor is patient and keenly ob- 
servant and penetrates beneath the 
While the sallies of wit 
are often one-sided and unfair, 
those of humor are, as a rule, just 
and wise. ‘ 

Our bump of humor can be de- 
veloped if absent (even in women) 
and increased if present. Like 
everything about us, the more use 
our faculties are put to, the keener 
they become. Humor depends 
upon imagination and the power to 
see things in odd ways, so that any 
stimulating of the imagination will 
increase our ability to appreciate 
the funny side of life. 

One of the best known of our 
short story writers—O, Henry— 
owes his popularity as a humorist 
in a large measure to the odd or 
unexpected ways in which his 
stories end. In his tale, “The Ran- 
som of Red Chief,” two men who 
need money kidnap a boy and hold 
him for ransom. The boy has so 
much fun playing Indian, trying to 
scalp his captors as they sleep, put- 
ting hot potatoes down their backs, 
or otherwise making life miser- 
able, that in the end they pay his 
father to take him back. 

The importance of humor in 
business or social activities is great. 
It makes human relations more 
pleasant and, as a result, the re- 
turns are plentiful. Other things 
being equal, the business man or 
woman with a strong sen.e of hu- 
mor is apt to be much more suc- 
cessful. 

A chief function of humor ie to 
act as the oil to still the troubled 
waters of social activities, and to 
reconcile the diversified interests 
of socia)] life. The story is told of 
@ young woman who was giving a 
large dinner party, and as part of 
the meat course the butler brought 
in a tongue beautifully decorated. 
As he neared the table, the meat 
slipped off the platter and fell to 
the floor. But the hostess, being 
a woman of resourcefulness, by a 
turn of the imagination changed an 
embarrassing situation into an oc- 
casion for mirth and gaiety.
